AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 


Please cancel claims 37^50. 

1. (Currently Amended) A process for introducing an asphalt into a synthetic fuel 
process, comprising the steps of: 

introducing into the synthetic fuel process an oil-in-water asphalt emulsion; 
passing said asphalt emulsion to an atomizer; 

adding to said atomizer a motivating gas to form an asphalt aerosol spray; 

agitating a coal fines feed stream; and 

injecting said aerosol spray into said agitated coal fines. 

2. (Original) The process as claimed in Claim 1, wherein said asphalt emulsion 
comprises asphalt particles having an average diameter of about 5 microns or less. 

3. (Original) The process as claimed in Claim 1, wherein said asphalt emulsion is 
anionic, cationic or non-ionic. 
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
